Amendment No. 7 is the amendment for home 
rule in taxation, and it certainly ought to earry. 
as we have before stated in these columns, there 
is no more reason why any ¢ity or 
should net have the right to raise its own tax 
money in its own way, and any it sees fit 
to do so, than there would be in its not having 
the right to expend the money thus raised by 
‘taxation, for municipal or community purposes, 
in its own way and any way it chooses. And 
that is all that Amendment No. 7 dosecaivek 
the right. If it passes, which it will, then the 
people determine their own method of taxing 
themselves. This does not necessarily mean the 
adoption of the single tax theory or any other 
theory or system. That would be a matter to be 
determined by the people themselves subsequent- 


ly.

We are not sufficiently versed upon the single 
tax system to know how it works out in prac- 
tice, though it is a fact that in Canada and 
other places where it has been tried the people 
never go back to the old systems again. There

The State Fruit Growers Association has en- 
dorsed it, for the reason that the more improve- 
ments they put upon their fruit ranches the 
higher the taxes. 

Anyhow, we ought to vote for this Amendment 
No. 7, and thus obtain the right to do as we 
please about methods of taxation, and then if 
we want to go to single tax we can, and if we 
don’t want that system we don’t have to adopt 
it, but can adopt anything we think is for the 
best for all parties concerned. We are in favor 
‘of it, and shall vote for it.
